Tt wes argued that the performance of 
duty is sometimes not only unpleasant, 
‘but hag dangers attandant upon it} never= 
theloss, a brave man and a brave nation 
will not shrink from it on that account. 
On the other hand, 17 American sentiment 
did not justify the return of these islands 
to Spain, no more”could it justify leaving 
them derelict in the Eastern Ocean, the 
prey of tho first occupant of European 
rapacity. The powors of Burops would 
acquiesce in our taking them, but they 
would not stand by and seo them in their 
helpless condition of anarchy and disorder 
without seizing the opportunity to aggran- 
dize themselves, and se it was thought best 
by the President and -his advisers to take 
the cession of their sovereignty from Spain, 
aad hold it in trust, to be ‘administered in 
conformity with those high ideals and 
liberty-loving traditions which animate and 
glorify the history of aur country. 

Duty cau not honorably be avcided -bo- 
cause it may bring pain or danger. Nor 
ean responsibility always be evaded because 
of its burdens. - . 

That I sought in Patis, by all honorable 
means, to escape the responsibility does not 
matter now. 79 came to a point at Inst that 
we must. cither leaye the Islands to Spain, 
take them as.we did, or break off negotia- 
tions and come home without a treaty of 
pone: In the Inst event the truce would 

e broken, and a state of active war would 
Inve been resumed.” We would have had 
no cession of the sovereignty of. the 
Philippines, and none~of Puerto Rico, 
and no relinquishment of the sovereignty 
of Cuba.” It is trus that in the protocol 
of August 12 Spain had definitely prom- 
ised that she would cede Puerto Rico and 
relinquish Cuba, but without a treaty of 
eect that promise would not be performed. 
What would then have been the exigence 
of the situation? Undoubtedly we would 
have been compelled to go on and seize 


with the atrong hand, and by military 
powor, both the Philippine archipelago and 
the Greater and Lesser Antilles, taking by 
ruthlesa conquest whet it was far better 
that we should take by the voluntary ces- 
sion of a treaty of peace. 

But now that we bave them it does not 
follow that we are committed to 4 colonial 
policy or to a violation of those great prin- 
ciptos of liberty and self-government which 
must always remain American ideas, if our 
own free institutions are to endure.

The fifteon chapters describ in 
picturesque language the achiovoments of 
nome -of the most prominent of our Ad- 
murals and Gonerals, Ho tolls of the mag- 
nificont triumph of Anson, the lawyor sea- 
man, in his famous voyage in the Centurion, 
in which ho followed Droke's footateps, 
though tre oenturics fator, olacummayigated 
the world, aomurged the Spanish ships in tho 
Tacltl, and arrived honte altor four youra, 
bringing a treneure of alwiast untold wealth. 
Mr Fitchott saya ‘ Angon wag d. lawyor by, 
donmont, but a satlor by-somo-imperative 
nooorsity fa his very blood. Ho waa a 


anilor, however, not in tha least af 
Nekon’s or Dundonald’a typo—dazeling, 


briliant, with a gleam of genius running 
through his imagination Hke a throad 
of guld through rough canvas. Ho war a 
sailor of the school of “Howe and 
Collingwod ; plain, sagseiops, homely, 
dogged ; to whom seamanship was a sort 
of sea-bird’s instinct, and downright 
hard-fighting courage as natural n9 breath- 
ing—the stuff out of which tho finest 
snilora.and the most terrible fighters of 
history ara made.’ Anson’s squadron of 
five-vessels was reduced toa single vessel, 
the Qenturion, when he reached: the 
Pacific in Jnly, 1740, but still his dogged 
purpose to intercept. the Manila galloon 
on its voyage to Acapuleo never swerved. | 
Anson rofitted his single ship at Tinian in 
the Ladrones, and ‘sailed for Macio, which 
he reached on November 12.” It waa two 
yeara since he left Spithead. ‘ Anson re- 
mained at Macao till April 19, 1748 ; then, 
with ship refitted, though not remanned, 
and stores renewed, he set sail ostensi- 
bly for Batavia, and thetce to England. 
But when out of sight of land he 
ealled his men aft, told them there must 
be two galleons sailing from Acapulco this 
year, and he intended to capture them 
both! Esch galleon it might be sdded 
wes double in. weight of artillery 
and fighting force to the Centurion; 
but that circumstance Anson regarded 
as an irrelevant detail. to. be dis- 
missed. withont - further ‘consideration ! 
Anson’s men, hardened by suffering and 
careless of peril, sud full of confidence in 
their silent, much-onduring captain, wol- 
comed the announcement with a shout, 
and the stem of the Centurion was turned 
towards the Philippine Islands, one of tho 
way-marks in the course of the gold-ships 
to Spain. Anson's erew at that moment 
consisted of 201 hands, including officors, 
idlers and boys; he had only forty-five 
able sesmen. Each galleon, on the. other 
hand, carried a crew of about 600 men. 
Anson warned his men that the galleons 
were ‘ stout ships and fully manned ;’ but 
Jack Tar's arithmetic, when applied to the 
business. of reckoning up an. enemy's 
forces, is of curious quality; and An- 
gon’s mien felt as cheerfully confident of 
capturing the wealth. of the- Spanish 
treagure-shipsas though the yellow gold 
were already in theit breeches’ pockets! 
Anson’s Chaplain, indeed,- tells: an amusing 
story in proof of this, A few Chinesesheep 
were on board, intended -for the officers’ 
table, but for some days no mutton made 
its appearance there. The ship's butcher, 
‘on being interrogated, explained that only 
two sheop were left, and: he was reserving 
thosa forthe entertainment of “theGenerais 
of the. galleons, after they were captured.”

fashions—especially the luxpriant styles of 
the Eighteenth and Niseteenth Dynastics 
—aye particularly described, 

Ono of the most interesting soctions of 
the new guide-book is that in which the 
author details the varions-forms of coffins 
used during the Egyptian Empire. Tho 
dcsoriptions will be sxpecially valuable to 
visitora to other museums, for the coffin is 
one of tho most distinctive features of the 
dynasty to which the entombment bolongs. 
The National Collestion is not righ in royal 
remains, the coffin of An-Antof, a monarch 
af the Eleventh Dynusty, and the ooftin-lid 
and supparcd remains of Men-kau-Ra, the 
builder of the Third Pyramid, boing the 
only exhibits af strictly voyal character. 
Tholatter of 1 hasan extremely interest- 
Ing hintopy. “Being recovered by Colonel 
Aes in 1897 from the Pyramids, the ves- 
sel on which jt vaashigned was wyeoked, 
but the yermning, tavethor with the wonder 
cofin, were rocpuod fro tho aca, and are 
now exhibited in the Museum.

Although in no way approaching the Khe. 
divia) Musoum atGizoh 4 ita wealth of royal 
mummies, the British Museum is espeoially 
rich in representatives of the Thoban period. 
Thore is na period in tho history of-a nat'o: 
so important as that of the dominance of a 
religious order—and in anciant Egypt thot 
period is represonted by tho rule of the 
priesthood of Amen-Re of Thebes. This 


'] Femarkable confraternity, ‘rising from com- 


parative obscurity, fér ‘more than three 
centuries was the governing power of Egypt. 
Daring the Fighteenth end Qinoteonth y- 
nasties tho Pharaohs riled, but rather os 
the officiels of the Theban order. To this 
community nearly all the Theban nobles 
and -their wives belonged, and_ their 


influence must have made them the Jesuits. 


ot Egypt. In ‘1863 the Khedive of 
‘Egypt presented the Museum with a num- 
ber of coffins of the members of this college, 
obtained from the great discovery of mum- 
mies at Der-olbabari (Thebes). (ne of the 
hest examples is the mummy of Katebet, a 
priestess of Amen. On the wooden hands 
attached to the figure are rings made of 
precicus stones, and the bracelets on the 
hands aro painted in. To the same periods 
belong the fine mummy and cofin of Amen 
ari-atit, the private secretary of Queon 
Amenartas, Queen of the Ethiopian King 
Piankhi. Of the Inter Theban period a fine 
example is exbibited in-the coffin and mum- 
my of Seshep-seshet,. which was presented 
by the Prince of Wales: The collection is 
alse rich in mummies of tha Jater periods 
of the Greco-Roman age in Egypt. Dar- 
ing the sectond and third centurios’ of 
our era it was the custom to psint a 
portrait.on a board, and to bind it ovar'the 
face of the mummy. The best specimen 
here exhibited is that of Artemidorue (a.p. 
200), a Greek settler in Egypt. It is beau- 
tifully painted,.and may be well compared 
with threo family portraite in the samo 
ease, which aro certainly -tho most perfect 
instanco of Greco-Roman portrait painting. 
Beneath the picture is the inscription, 
‘Artemidorus's farewell.’ The latest oxam- 
ple in the collection is that of an unknown 
female, -which may with certainty be placed 
as late as av. 400. In concluding the 
notico of this interceting and ecatefully 
arranged collection, we can only say that 
as, the stadent passes from dynasty to 
dynasty it is easy to see how the symbolism 
of the ancient Book of. the Dend gradually 
became lost; and in Christian times, al- 
though used, its meaning was completely 
unknown, Tho mummies, thanks to this 
new guido, are no longer mere curios, but 
Buggestive teachers as\‘to an iniportant 
phase in the religious history of the world.

(4)'the offcot of the precession of the eq) 
noxes along with changes of the eccentri- 
city of the carth's orbit; (5) variations 
in the amount of heat. given by the 
sun; (6) differences in the temperature 
of portions of spaco parsed through 
by the earth; (7) differences in tho dis- 
tribution of.land and wator in connection 
with the Row of oceanic currents. The se- 
cular change of climate is explained best, 
according tu the theory of Dr Jumes Croll, 
by the seculur variation of the eocentricit: 
of the carth’s orbit. - Of these terms of hig! 
eccentricity he has onloulsted that thore 
ave been four or fivein the last 3,000,000 
years, Atone of those priucipsl poriode, 
during which the Glacial Age occurred, the 
earth's distance from the aun would havo 
been 8,736,420 miles farther than at pre- 
sent during the Northern winter. Such 
conditions combined would have made 
the direct heat of the sun during 
the winter half of the year one-fifth 
less, and during tho summer half, one- 
fifth greater than now, thus causing 
the accumulation of ice. Croll calculates 
that the difference between tho length of 
aummert and winter was thirty-six days in 
those periods in which the eccontricity of 
the orbit of the earth was very considerable. 
Thereforo, ona hemisphere passed through 
a glacial epoch the winter of whioh fell in 
the aphelicn, and thus had a longer winter 
and o shorter summer than usual, while the 
other enjoyed an exceptionally fine olimate. 
This theory has been modified by Alfred 
Russel Wellaoc, According to him, both | 
hemisphere can pasa through glacial 
periods at the mame timo, Croll affirma 
that during tha ratation period ‘of the 
equinoctia! paint, the saya hemlaphoro 
passed through 4 glacial and interglaotal 
porind, Wallage matatalye that the inter: 
ginclal porlad was not able, eyen at the 
tmes of the grostost couentrigity, to diss 
solve all the ico which had heon soonmulat- 
ing during the Glusial Epoch, These 
agcumulations lasted through several of 
Croll's glacial ‘and interglscial periods, 
during which tima both hetaisphorea wore 
to the samo degrse covered with ioe In 
timed Of leasor cocantricity these ico formas 
tiona disappeared, and boreal and squthemn 
ice formations alternated. This expleins 
why, ina poelod of lessor occantricity, 
both hemispheres ara unequally covered
